Kuropatkin has three roads over 


which he is marching to Mukden, be- 
sides the double-track railroad. The 
latter is chiefly occupied in the trans 
portation of guns and of equipment, 
of which there is a great quantity. 
The soldiers are marching in light or- 
der, 
and most of the wounded have 


already been dispatched north by rail. 


Official Reports Withheld. 


Tokyo, Sept. C.—A mass of official 


reports on the battle of Liao Yang 
reached 
the imperial headquarters, 


but they will not be given out until it 
is possible to put tbem in order and 
make from them a concise and de- 
tailed story. In the meantime head- 
quarters Is 
refraining from giving 


anything to the public. It is generally 
known that General Kuropatkin suc- 
ceeded by means of a desperate rear 
guard action and a strong and well- 
handled flank movement in withdraw 
ing the great bulk of the Russian 
army, and that he cut bridges to ham- 
per the Japanese pursuit. Critical in- 
terest centers in the operations of the 
Japanese right wing, which occurred 
late Friday night and early Saturday 
morning. General Kuroki then swung 
to the westward, his movement being 
designed to flank the remainder of the 
Russians left at Liao Yang itself. It 
is believed here that General Kuro 
patkin is bound to lose many prison- 
ers to the Japanese. 
It is possible, 


however, that the topographical diffi 
culties and the overwhelming opposi- 
tion of the Russians may check this 
movement on the 
part of Genera 


Kuroki. 


Inspected the Czarevitch. 


Tsingtau, Sept. G.—Several Italian 


raval officers inspected the disman 
tied Russian cruiser Czarevitch,which 
•was in the naval fight with Admira 
Togo's fleet off Port Arthur on Aug 
10, after which she sought refuge a 
this port, where she was subsequently 
dismantled. The general opinion o 
those who made a close inspection 
was that the Czarevitch was far from 
incapacitated, and that she was capa 
hie of inflicting heavy damage upon 
the enemy had she remained In 
flght. She had plenty of ammunition 
and coal on board. ~ Her clectrlca 
steering gear was shot away, but th 
hand and steam gears were not dam 
aged. 


Retreat Cut Off. 


London, Sept. 6. — The Dally Mai 


this morning prints a dispatch from 
Simintin, dated Sept. 5, giving a re 
port that General Kuropatkin's retrea 
has been cut off. The dispatch goe; 
on to say that ttie Russian troops hai 
advanced in strong force to the south 
east of Mukden as far as Japing nil 
to oppose any possible attack in the 
direction of their advance. A Chines 
official who arrived from Mukden Sun 
day says that the Russian troops ar 
leaving for the north, that there are 
18,000 men 10 miles to the east of thi 
city, that 'lie officers and men hav' 
become dispirited, and that much sick 
ness prevails.
